SPEED...SAVINGS...in time and money 


The Saskatchewan Wheat Pool has installed a 315 NCR computer to take 
advantage of the efficiencies and economies inherent in this highly sophisticated 
aspect of office automation. 

While the computer can’t think for us, it can perform a variety of highly 
complex tasks with great speed and accuracy. Essentially, the equipment con¬ 
sists of a console through which information and instructions can be sent to the 
machine. The storage section, where vast amounts of earlier information and 
conclusions can be instantly retrieved from cards, and an arithmetic unit which 
carries out the calculation functions. A high speed printer delivers the finished 
material. 


Stripped of its sophisticated 
outer covering, the computer 
displays its electronic innards. 
The high speed functions of 
the machine make it indis¬ 
pensable in today’s complex 
business world. 
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Starting Point-. Rows of key punch machines 
are used to transfer information to punched tape 
which can be fed to the computer. Systems 
manager Fred Cochrane discusses the details of 
a specific transaction with Lena Carr. The 
computer assimilates information with great 
speed.
